Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said  Greenfield 
on  Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  March,  next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in 
the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

Art.  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations 
of  the  same. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  one  or  more  and  not  exceeding  three  highway 
agents  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  4.  To  hear  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Road  Agents,  Treas- 
urer, Overseer  of  the  Poor,  Library  Trustees  and  other  Town 
Officers  and  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

One  year  ago  the  School  Board's  estimate  of  money  needed  for 
the  school  year  1937-1938  was  $5,582.00.  It  was  estimated  that 
there  would  be  a  balance  of  $500  from  the  preceding  year,  so 
$5,082  was  listed  as  the  assessment  required.  At  the  March  meet- 
ing this  amount  was  cut  $1,000. 

The  balance  July  1, 1937  was$113.02  with  $461.00  due  on  previous 
appropriations  and  $305.14  due  in  dog  taxes,  making  a  total  of 
$4,961.16  available.  Expenditures  are  now  estimated  at  $5,456.00, 
leaving  an  estimated  deficit  of  $494.84.  We  are  therefore  recom- 
mending a  deficiency  appropriation  of  $500  to  balance  the  budget 
of  the  current  year.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Greenfield: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

Supervision 

Without  reducing  any  of  the  usual  routine  activities  of  super- 
vision discussed  in  previous  reports,  I  am  attempting  this  year  to 
give  particular  emphasis  to  reading.  This  emphasis  is  being 
directed  along  two  lines, — first,  with  the  reading  activities  of  the 
child's  first  year  in  school,  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  number  of 
failures;  and  second,  in  grades  above  the  first,  to  overcome  the 
difficulties  some  children  have  in  reading,  by  diagnosing  their 
troubles  and  providing  some  degree  of  remedial  instruction. 

Recent  years  have  brought  many  changes  in  the  theory  and 
practice  of  teaching  beginners  to  read.  The  results  of  scientific 
investigation  have  given  us  a  clearer  understanding  of  the  way 
children  learn.  The  process  of  learning  to  read  is  made  up  of  five 
rather  clearly  defined  stages  of  development.  In  each  of  these 
stages  very  definite  aims  have  been  set  up  and  until  the  child  has 
attained  certain  standards  of  achievement  in  the  first  stage,  we 
cannot  expect  him  to  go  on  successfully  in  the  next  stage. 

We  call  the  first  of  these  five  the  "Preparatory  Stage."  Chil- 
dren enter  first  grade  with  varying  degrees  of  readiness  and  the 
first  task  of  the  teacher  is  to  discover  the  degree  of  readiness  of  each 
child  and  to  provide  experiences  which  will  supplement  those  the 
children  have  already  had  in  the  home  and  community,  in  order 
to  bring  about  as  rapidly  as  possible  certain  physical,  social,  and 
emotional  adjustments,  and  supply  a  background  of  ideas  and  a 
freedom  in  conversation  which  will  enable  the  children  to  enter  the 
second  stage  of  reading  on  as  nearly  an  equal  basis  as  may  be  pos- 
sible. However,  it  is  obvious  that  not  all  children  will  be  ready 
for  the  second  and  succeeding  stages  at  the  same  time,  and  our 
greatest  administrative  problem  is  to  so  organize  the  work  that 
each  child  may  be  able  to  progress  at  his  own  best  rate. 

The  second  stage  of  development  in  reading  includes  the  pre- 
primer  period,  when  the  child  becomes  able  to  read  simple  sen- 
tence units;  the  primer  period,  where  he  learns  to  read  units  of 
two  or  more  sentences  fluently  and  understandingly;  and  the  first 
reader  period  when  he  learns  to  read  simple  material  quite  in- 
dependently, becomes  absorbed  in  getting  the  meaning,  and  enjoys 
reading  by  himself.  This  is  ordinarily  the  extent  of  a  child's  pro- 
gress during  the  first  year  in  school,  but  there  are  always  some 
children  who  have  completed  these  two  stages  before  the  end  of  the 
first  year,  and  others  who  need  more  than  one  year  to  accomplish 
it  successfully. 
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We  are  attempting  this  year  to  send  reports  of  progress  to  par- 
ents in  forms  that  indicate  quite  minutely  to  what  degree  the 
child  has  met  the  standards  set  up  for  each  period  of  learning  to 
read,  believing  that  the  parent  should  know  as  intimately  as 
possible  the  progress  made  by  his  own  child. 

The  work  in  remedial  reading  in  the  upper  grades  has  not  yet 
been  so  definitely  organized  as  I  have  just  described  for  the  first 
grade.  Progress  has  been  made,  however,  and  all  of  the  teachers 
are  giving  special  study  to  methods  of  remedial  reading,  some  of 
the  necessary  testing  has  been  done,  and  some  remedial  teaching 
is  being  done.  A  more  complete  report  of  this  work  will  be  given 
next  year. 

State  Aid 

Since  Greenfield  is  not  at  present  receiving  state  aid  because  of 
unexpended  balances  of  state  aid  money  previously  received,  a 
brief  explanation  of  the  way  state  aid  is  administered  may  be  of 
interest. 

In  principle,  when  the  amount  of  a  tax  of  five  dollars  per  thou- 
sand dollars  of  equalized  valuation  is  insufficient  to  maintain  the 
required  elementary  schools,  the  balance  of  money  needed  is 
supplied  by  the  state  board  from  money  appropriated  by  the 
legislature  for  that  purpose.  This  balance  of  money  needed  is 
commonly  called  "state  aid." 

Each  October  the  School  Board  submits  a  budget  of  the  pro- 
posed expenditures  for  the  current  year  to  the  State  Board  of 
Education  for  approval.  The  State  Board  determines  the  ap- 
proved expenditures  item  by  item  and  the  total  amount.  The 
amount  of  the  five-dollar  tax  for  that  year  is  deducted  from  the 
total  approved  expenditures,  thus  determining  the  amount  of  state 
aid  to  be  allotted,  but  this  allotment  is  not  paid  to  the  school  dis- 
trict until  the  succeeding  year. 

Because  the  state  aid  check  received  each  year  is  based  upon 
the  approved  expenditures  of  the  preceding  year,  it  is  sometimes 
more  and  sometimes  less  than  is  required  for  the  school  year  in 
which  it  is  received,  and  the  amount  of  the  difference  is  determined 
by  the  state  board  and  reported  to  the  school  board  at  the  same 
time  that  the  report  on  the  current  year's  approved  budget  is 
made.

The  estimated  expenditures  for  the  current  year  have  been 
approved  for  $3,562.75  and  the  five-dollar  tax  amounts  to  $3,338.54 
so  that  the  state  aid  allotted  is  $224.21.  If  actual  expenditures 
this  year  are  not  less  than  the  estimate,  the  balance  due  the  state 
board  will  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  this  state  aid  allotment. 

Budget  for  1938-1939 

The  budget  submitted  for  the  next  school  year  shows  an  increase 
of  $470.00  over  last  year's  estimates.  Transportation  is  costing 
approximately  $150  more  than  was  estimated  and  will  probably 
cost  as  much  next  year;  high  school  tuition  will  cost  more,  because 
only  three  pupils  are  in  high  school  graduating  classes  and  the  six 
members  of  our  eighth  grade  hope  to  attend  high  school  next  year; 
and  $175  will  be  due  on  insurance  next  year. 

The  only  income  will  be  the  dog  tax  which  is  estimated  at  $150. 

The  entire  budget  has  been  studied  carefully,  and  we  believe  this 
is  the  minimum  amount  with  which  the  schools  can  be  maintained 
at  their  present  standards.
